them, is lamentable, 
A corrected *ii,t 


would make an interesting chapter in 
our next census. 
A young friend of 


my own started one of these papers. 
lie took a sheet of foolscap and two or 
throe load-pencils, and the then recent 
census, and begun in this fashion: 
Hero is u community with a population 
of ro many thousands; I may calculate, 
on general principles, that at 
least 


twenty persons in every thousand will 
take tho jnpor the first year—which 
gives a handsome paying circulation to 
begin with. 
Then so many columns of 


advertisements will conic to HO much 
per woek, and pretty nearly all of this 
may be put down to account iif profits.
